The 
present invention provides a laminated biaxially oriented film comprising: at least one 
layer comprising an aromatic polyester (a); and at least one layer of a polyolefin (b) 
having a melting point of from 230 to 280°C; wherein the ratio of the polyolefin (b) is 
from 2 to 60% based on the entire weight of the film, and the film thickness is from 1 to 
10 (im. - 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a magnetic recording medium 
comprising a magnetic layer and a biaxially oriented laminated film, wherein the laminate film 
comprises at least one layer B comprising a aromatic polyester and at least one layer C 
comprising a polyolefin having the recited melting point, wherein the total number of layers B 
and C in the film is at least four, wherein the polyolefin is present in the recited amount, and the 
film has the recited overall thickness, and humidity and temperature expansion coefficients. 
Specifically, YAMASAKI ET AL '817 fails to disclose laminated films wherein the polyolefin 
layers have the recited melting points or films with the recited various expansion coefficients; 
MUROOKA ET AL fails to disclose films with the recited various expansion coefficients; 
KOYABAYASHI ET AL 471 and FUNAKI ET AL "930 fail to disclose films comprising both 
polyolefin and polyester layers; OSADA ET AL (US 7,790,272) fails to disclose laminated films 
wherein the polyolefin layers have the recited melting points or films with the recited humidity 
expansion coefficients; TANAKA ET AL (US 4,514,542) and FUNAKI E AL (US 5,374,462) 
fail to disclose polyolefins with the recited melting points and the specified minimum numbers of 
layers; SASAKI ET AL (US 6,287,680) and JP 11-012377 fail to disclose laminated films with 
the recited various expansion coefficients
